Thanksgiving Day Observance. 


A conservative estimate of the num- 
ber of people who witnessed the dif- 
ferent local football games on yes- 
terday is probably somewhere -in the 
neighborhood of a thousand. An 
equally conservative estimate of the 
number of persons who enjoyed the 
union religious service would prob- 
ably fall somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of one tenth of this number. 
From one end of the land to the 
other the conditions that prevailed 


in Andover, were probably repeated | 
with very little variation in the per- 


centages shown. In other words it 
seems to be very clear that Thanks- 
giving is no longer a holiday in which 
a very large percentage of the people 


pay much attention to the spirit of 


the Proclamation issued by the head 
of the state or nation. ; 

It is not surprising that the closé 
observer .ofcvante views this situa- 
tion with considerable interest. 10,18 
not surprising that the old fashioned 
New England citizenship that was 
built upon the strict observance of 
the letter as well as the spirit, that 
made Thanksgiving Day’ not only a 
feast day but a religious anniversary, 
views with considerable alarm the 
changing conditions that now seem 
to make of it the grand closing day 
for the year’s athletic contests. 

But what are we going to do about 
it? The average man as well as the 
average boy is living at the swift pace 
that seems to demand the excitement 
and enthusiasm incident to the foot- 
ball field, rather than the calm delibe- 
ration and consideration attendant up- 
on the theoretical discussion of social 
questions. It is strongly contended 
that there was never a time when we 
needed such discussions as much as 
we do now, but is is probably equally 
true that there was never a time when 
we needed the old fashioned Fourth 
of July orations with all of the attend- 
ant features that made the celebration 
of that day a link between the present 
and the past, but we no longer have 
that in New England any more than 
we have the crowded house at the 
Thanksgiving service. 

From these conditions many people 
are inclined to draw the conclusion 
that the public isn’t any longer tak- 
ing an interest in those features of our 
government which should be empha- 
sized and which were emphasized 
originally at the great anniversary 
times such as Memorial Day, Fourth 
of July, and Thanksgiving Day. We 


‘+-do not believe that this contention is 


right. e 

It is very clear that they will not 
spend their time listening to orations 
or sermons, but we believe that 
there was never a time in the his- 
tory of the country when they really 
ad larger patriotism, a_ higher re- 
spect for the government, a fuller ap- 
preciation of the benefits found on 
every hand,.than today. They don’t 
need the sermons, they don’t need 
the orations, largely because they 
find all this discussion in the im- 
mense volume of literature now with- 
in the reach of every man, woman, 
and child. 

The “distinguished citizen” used to 
set forth his ideas on the Fourth of 
July and the whole. people were glad 
to listen to him because they felt that 
he talked as the principal authority in 
the community. The leading preacher 
formerly gathered together the dif- 
ferent church going residents of the 


= 


‘community and the people listened 


to him on Thanksgiving Day in that 
spirit: that allowed his doctrines to be 
undisputed and his ideas to have great 
weight. Neither the “leading citi- 
” nor the chief preacher any 
‘longer have either the monopoly of 
knowledge or the power over their 
fellowmen to give them the position 
that they once had. . 

All this has to do with conditions as 
they are, the query as to'what should 
be done is not easy to answer. jt 
would be a_ great misfortune if 
Thanksgiving Day should lose entire- 
ly the religious aspect which it has 
held since its establishment. Would 
it not perhaps be wise to try a change 
in the time, letting the service be held 
on the evening of Thanksgiving Day? 
Would it not be possible that the man 
with a. full stomach after a day of

“Troubles” Great and Small 


Telephone “trouble” is ‘sometimes 
disconcerting and always annoying, 
Generally it is unavoidable, though 
a telephone system is no more abso 
lutely perfect than any other human 
undertaking, and faults are bound to 
crop out once in a while. What 
makes telephone “trouble” a peculiar. 
ly difficult thing for the company to. 
deal with, though, is that in very 
many cases there is no way of knoyw.- 
ing it exists until it is reported by 
the telephone user who runs against 
it. 

The mechanical equipment and 
out-side plant of the telephone sys- 
tem is extremely intricate and sen- 
sitive. The switchboard and its ac. 
companying apparatus in the central 
office contain hundreds, and, in 
large exchanges, thousands of miles 
of wire; there are thousands, and, 
in the bigger type of modern equip- 
-ment, millions of soldered connect. 
ions; each circuit has anywhere 
from a dozen to 500 or 600 ramif- 
cations; and some of the auxiliary 
mechanisms are extremely delicate 
in adjustment. Most troubles arise 
somewhere in this maze of equip. 
ment—which is fortunate, in one way, 
because a great majority of them 
are thus detected and remedied not 
only without inconveniencing the 
subscriber, but . without ; his even 
knowing that they ever occurred. 
But some of them, as has been sait, 
cannot very well be discovered by 
any one but the telephone user, since 
they may appear to the operator 
simply as a_ subscriber’s failure to 
answer, or, if they affect the signal- 
ing devices, for instance, may not 
appear to her at all. 

The sturdy looking pole lines and 
solidly built underground system 
would not seem, perhaps, to offer 
many chances for “trouble.” As 1 
matter of fact, though, they neces- 
sarily havé many vulnerable points. 


Every time the limb of a tree, or any | 


stray object that may have been 
caught in the foliage, touches a tele- 
phone wire it interferes with trans- 
mission; and if the interference is 
sufficient it absolutely cuts off ser- 


vice for the time being. Yet with 
the restrictions many towns an! 
cities place on trimming trees this 


difficulty is unavoidable. 

Though cables are naturally less 
susceptible ‘to interference than open 
wire, still they cannot be absolutely 
protected whether they are overhead 
or underground. If the lead sheath 
of a cable is: pierced by a hole no 
bigger than a pin. would make, and 
moisture gets in, the whole bunch of 
wires enclosed, which may number 
from a dozen to 1200, will be put out 
of business sooner or later. The 
curiosity of squirrels and rats, the 
carelessness of laborers working on 
othef underground construction—in- 
deed, a score of unpreventable causes 
—may instantly ruin a_ telephone 


‘cable containing a large number of

circuits. Besides, here and _ there 
cables must be brought to points, and 
the junctions in cable boxes on pole 


lines or in conduit manholes afford 
other opportunities for things going 
wrong. 


This gives.an idea of a few—a very 
few— of the chances for trouble in 
a complicated plant of vast extent. 
The wonder is,. really, that inte:- 
are as few as_ they are ff 
With all the difficulties to be met, the 
telephone company has so organize! 


its work of maintenance ani repair 
that the records show that even in 
large telephone centres, where the 


plant is most complicated, the indi- 
vidual subscriber’s. service is not in 
terrupted, even momentarily, oftener 
than once in four years on the av 
erage.

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Winter Meeting of Agriculturists. 


The Massachusetts state board of 
agriculture will hold its 45th public 
winter meeting for lectures and dis- 
cussions at Horticultural Hall, Bos- 
ton, on December 3, 4 and 5 next. 
These meetings are held annually and 
the lectures delivered are included in 
the annual report of the Board. The 
programme prepared by the commit- 
tee in charge is one of live interest to 
all the farmers of the State, being up- 
on lines especially important at this 
time. 

For the morning session of Tuesday, 
Dec. 3, Prof. H. F. Hall of the New 
Hampshire College of Agriculture 
and Mechanic Arts, will lecture on 

Market gardening.” Prof. Hall has 
had a wide experience, is well posted 
on the scientific side of the subject, 
and an interesting speaker. 

In the afternoon Will W. Tracy, 
sr., of the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, will speak on “Breeding and 
raising of garden seeds.” Mr. Tracy 
is a new speaker in New England, but 
his scientific attainments and expe- 
rience guarantee what he will have to 
offer, and his subject is one of real 
importance to all farmers. 

On Wednesday, December 4, Prof, 
Thomas Shaw, Northwestern editor 
of the “Orange Judd Farmer”, will 
lecture on “Breeding and Management 
of Dairy Cattle.” Prof. Shaw has had 
a wide experience, both East and 
West, and is one of the foremost au- 
thorities of the country upon stock 
breeding and feeding. ‘ 

This second day.will be dairy day, 
and in the afternoon, Mr. D. B. White, 
of the Dairy Division of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, will talk on 
the subject of “Market Milk.” No sub- 
ject could ‘be more timely than this 
and Mr. White’s reputation as a 
speaker and investigator’assures us 
that it will be competently handled. 

The. only evening lecture of the 
meeting will occur on this day, at 8 
p. m., when Dr. Henry T. Fernald, of 
the Mass. Agricultural College, will 
give a stereopticon lecture upon “In- 
sect enemies to fruit trees.” Dr. Fer- 
nald has had a great deal of expe- 
rience, both in the college and expe- 
riment station, and as State nursery 
inspector, so that the fruit growers 
mav look forward to something solid 
and informing. 

On Thursday, December 5, there 
will be but one lecture, at 10 a.m,, on 
topic of prime importance, “The 
farm help problem.” The lecturer, 
Burton W. Potter, Esq., of Worces- 
ter, has given a great deal of attention 
to this subject and will give the re- 
sult of his investigations in the form 
of a paper at this time. 

The headquarters of the Board will 
be at its office, Room 136, State 
House, Boston. Arrangements have 
been made with the United States 
Hotel for hotel accommodations. 
Further information in regard to the 
meeting will be furnished by J. 
Lewis Ellsworth, secretary. of the 
Board, State House, Boston, on re- 
quest. 


Lamp for Dante’s Tomb. 


The Italian Dante Society is to fur- 
nish the tomb of the poet of Ravenna 
with a lamp which, it is proposed, 
shall be kept perpetually burning at 
the expense of the municipality of 
Florence. The lamp is in the four- 
teenth century Venetian style, its 
main feature being an ostrich’s egg 
surrounded at its greatest, diameter 
by a circlet of copper with ornaments 
-of gems, lapis lazuli and malachite. 
The cup of-the-lamp will be of the 
finest Venetian crystal.

Egyptian “Soul Houses”. 


During last winter many pottery 
models of houses were brought to 
light in upper Egypt. They came 
from a large cemetery near Rifeh, in 
the Nile Valley, and belonged to the 
ninth or twelfth dynasties, which 
would be about 3700 to 3300 B. C. 

The models were on the “foot 
plain” formed by about half a mile 
of desert between the cliffs and the 
Nile mud cultivation and cut in a 
gravel shoal, accumulated by wash 
from the desert hills during rare 
storm bursts. So exceedingly -rare 
were these storm bursts that. they 
probably occurred omy once in a 
generation. In 5000 years about 
twenty-five inches of gravel had ac- 
cumulated at the rate of about half 
an inch each century. 

Explorers on cutting through these. 
twenty-five inches discovered hun- 
dreds of graves. All had been plun- 
dered of their valuables long ago, but 
the plunderers had taken no heed of 
the pottery model houses. The mod- 
els are believed to have been placed 
on the graves to provide shelter for 
the souls when they came out in 
search of sustenance. 

These__early models, being much 
exposed, are seldom perfect. Their 
origin is in the tray of offerings, 
which, however, were felt to be in- 
sufficient for a soul coming up from 
the earth below, so a shelter for the 
soul was accordingly built, apparently 
copied from the Bedouin tent. | 

Later a small hut, in shape like 
a sentry box, was provided, some- 
times containing a chair; then a por- 
tico was added, a raised cope put 
round the roof, and a canopy and 
shelter from the sun added above the 
water tank, which had from very 
early times been a part of the offer- 
ings. 

In time a whole upper story was 
added, with a veranda along the back 
of the roof, and wide openings, and 
then furniture began to be added. In 
the latest models of soul shelters 
there is a couch in the front portico, 
to get the coolest air at night low 
down. There is, too, a chair on the 
upper floor, to avoid the dust and 
hot air from the ground during the 
day. In some models there is also a 
stool, and beneath the staircase lead- 
ing to the upper story a woman mak- 
ing bread, with a large water jar. by 
her side. The offerings are placed 
against the wall between two door- 


ways. There is considérable varia- 
tion in minor details—New York 
Tribune.
